TDR, Time Domain Reflectometry 1 GHz Sampling Scope. Specifically designed for TDR 
work but can be used for other applications. It is a USB device that plugs into a Laptop or PC 
and runs a Windows program in the image of a normal scope. CD containing software, assembly, 
and operating instructions is supplied but no cables are supplied, cost R350. 

DSP kit: Digital Signal Processing Speaker kit. For use on speaker output of any device 
to reduce or eliminate noise. It is ideal for HF Receivers. It is built in open PCB fashion and 
ideal as a DSP learning tool. CD containing assembly and operating instructions is supplied but no 
cable, cost R325. 

This project is fully presented in a technical presentation at the RTA.
